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DETAILED ACTION 

Non- Final Rejection 

Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Invention II, claims 6-12 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that search for the additional 
inventions and/or Species would not create an undue burden upon the Examiner. 
This is found persuasive and all the claims 1-12 are considered. 

Claim Re jections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Desir, Sr. (5,311711). 
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Regarding claims 1-2, 4-7, 8-12, Desir, Sr. (5,311,711) discloses in Fig. 1-5 the 
invention as claimed to include a molding 10, an exterior surface member 20, an 
interior seating member 22 spaced from and opposing said exterior surface 
member 20; a channel formed between said exterior surface member 20 and said 
interior seating member; and a window (windshield) contact (EPDAA specification 
paragraph 0011) member 36 on the interior seating member, wherein the window 
contact member forms at least a portion of the wall of the channel, and wherein 
the window contact member has an elasticity greater than the elasticity of the 
interior seating member (col 3 line 59 - col 4 line 35); a plurality of primer ridges 
42, 50; and a lip 56. 

Claim Re jections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter 
pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 3, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Desir, Sr. (5,311,711) in view of Young (6,382,696). 
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Regarding claims 3, 8, Desir, Sr. (5,311,711) discloses the invention as 
claimed. 

However, Desir, Sr. (5,311,711) does not disclose a reinforcement. 
Young (6,382,696) discloses a reinforcement 31. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the invention, as disclosed by Desir, 
Sr. (5,311,711), to include a reinforcement, as disclosed by Young (6,382,696), to 
provide reinforcement for the molding. 

Conclusion

892) and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. This art 
of record shows various features similar to the applicant's invention.
